She speaks 
the language with remarkable fluency, 
. and her recent address at the banqnet of 
a society called the "Mediterranean 
Union” was received with great enthu¬ 
siasm. Her history is remarkable.

She was born in Kerry in 1866, but 
reared in Dublin, and her parents were 
of the landlord class and supporters of 
the English policy, her father being 
an officer in the British army. Never¬ 
theless Miss Gonne became a National¬ 
ist and a Home Ruler at an early age, 
and being left an orphan at twenty em¬ 
barked her fortune and talents in the 
national cause. She is large, beautiful 
and eloquent, terribly in earnest, and 
has a convincing address. 

After making many speeches in Ire¬ 
land and the north of England she be¬ 
came so enthusiastip during what were 
called the "Falc&rragh evictions” that 
a warrant was issued for her arrest. She 
was given plenty of time to leave the 
jountry, and though she has since been 
in Ireland the warrant was not executed. 
She maintains that complete autonomy 
for Ireland is the only plan that will 
satisfy the patriots, but that it can and 
ought to be secured without separation 
from the British empire.
